Speak out to 
solve deaths, 
mayor urges 

O Kelly says HRM working with Ottawa,

Mayor Peter Kelly says HRM’s bal¬ 
looning homicide rate is “a major 
concern.” 

He says Halifax police are doing 
what they can to bring those 
responsible to justice, but it’s made 
difficult by the refusal of some to 
come forward. 

“(Police) are out there trying to 
bring the charges, but in this cul¬ 
ture also... those who know things, 
don’t come out to speak,” Kelly said 
yesterday. 

“So if we are going to resolve 
these situations, then we need 
those involved who have informa¬ 
tion to step forward. They can’t con¬ 
tinually hold back the information 
when they know the information 
but are afraid or concerned to 
speak.” 

HRM’s 2011 homicide total of 13 
is the highest it’s been in at least six 
years. Of the 13, five have been 
solved. Police say they expect 
charges or resolutions in several 


“We are investing, but 
we need to get into the 
mindset and change 
that mindset that a 
murder is not and 
should not be the 
outcome.” mayor peter kelly 
other cases soon. 

Kelly said the amount of drug 
activity surrounding the majority of 
the murders is “problematic.” 

“It’s disconcerting and some¬ 
thing we really have to get into in 
terms of an overall understanding 
of this gang and drug culture,” he 
said. 

“What we need to do is work 
with Ottawa and their resources, 
work with the province and their 
resources, and of course with our 
own resources to go after these indi¬ 
viduals who believe gunplay is a 
way to solve their problems.”

Police say they don’t why 
a 22-year-old Dartmouth 
man was in the middle of 
Highway 111 prior to be¬ 
ing stuck and killed by a 
car near Burnside early 
yesterday morning. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say the accident on the 
Circumferential Highway 
happened just before 3 
a.m., heading eastbound 
towards Burnside Drive 
near Ramp 113A. 

The man was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

“We don’t know exact¬ 
ly the circumstances that 
brought it to that 
position, but what we do 
know is he was out in the 
middle of the lanes when 
he was impacted by the 
vehicle,” said police 
spokesman Sgt. Kevin Mc¬ 
Neil. 

“The car wasn’t able to 
see him in time. He was 
just there — very 
quickly.” 

McNeil said he didn’t 
know if alcohol played a 
part in the man heading 
out onto the highway, or 
where he came from. 

Highway 111 between 
Windmill Road and Burn¬ 
side Drive was closed for 
about three hours as po¬ 
lice investigated the acci¬ 
dent.

The peaceful blockade 
of the Gold Nugget gaso¬ 
line station in Gold Riv¬ 
er, near Lunenburg, 
started on Tuesday after 
10 workers were laid off 
by the Acadia First 
Nation band. 

Stacie Pennell, a 
spokeswoman for the 
protesters, says a meet¬ 
ing yesterday with Chief 
Deborah Robinson 
didn’t resolve any of

Public asked to weigh in 
on new council districts

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality is asking resi¬ 
dents to weigh in on 
redrawing polling-district 
boundaries. 

A survey launched on 
the municipality’s website 
on Friday aims at collect¬ 
ing feedback on several is¬ 
sues related to the 
boundary-review process, 
including desired council- 
lor-to-constituent ratio. 

“I’m sure (the survey 
will) bring a lot of com¬ 
mentary both from inside 
council and from the pub¬ 
lic, that’s for sure,” Mayor 
Peter Kelly said yesterday. 


Last month, the Nova 
Scotia Utility and Review 
Board ruled Halifax re¬ 
gional council should be 
cut by seven polling dis¬ 
tricts. Currently, there are 
23 regional councillors 
plus a mayor. When 
Haligonians head to the 
polls next fall, they’ll be 
voting in 16 councillors 
and a mayor. 

But before then, the 
UARB will have to decide 
where — and how many 
people — those 16 council¬ 
lors will represent. The av¬ 
erage number of 
constituents per district 
will increase to about 
20,475 per councillor with 
16 districts, up from 
16,200. 


“There are going 
to be some 
challenges, 
absolutely, but 
also some 
opportunities 
there to also plan 
and work for the 
future.”

Council will not be di¬ 
rectly involved in that 
process. Councillors can 
make recommendations 
on the coming districts in¬ 
ternally, but will not de¬ 
bate the issue. 

Kelly predicted some 
challenges throughout the 


process, but the UARB 
should focus on keeping 
distinct communities un¬ 
der one district. 

“When you have to go 
from 23 to 16, you can’t 
please everyone,” Kelly 
said. “But it doesn’t mean 
you can’t try to make sure 
you keep intact the com¬ 
munities of interest and 
long-established neigh¬ 
bourhoods as best you 
can.” 

Two options for new 
boundaries are floated in 
the survey, but Kelly 
stressed they were prelim¬ 
inary and require public 
feedback before being 
passed off to the UARB.

Libyan rebels raced into 
Tripoli in a lightning ad¬ 
vance yesterday that met 
little resistance as Moam- 
mar Gadhafi's defenders 
melted away and his 40- 
year rule appeared to rapid¬ 
ly crumble. The euphoric 
fighters celebrated with 
Tripoli residents. 

Opposition fighters cap¬ 
tured Gadhafi's son and 
one-time heir apparent, Seif 
al-Islam. The prosecutor at 
the International Criminal 
Court in the Netherlands 
said he would contact the 
rebels to discuss his han¬ 
dover for trial on charges of 
crimes against humanity. 

The rebels easily ad¬ 
vanced from the west, took 
town after town, over¬ 
whelmed a major military 


base, then swept into the 
capital in a stunning turn¬ 
ing of the tide. 

The fighters and sup¬ 
portive residents flooded 
Green Square, shooting in 
the air in celebration, clap¬ 
ping and waving the rebels' 
tri-colour flag. Some set fire 
to the green flag of Gad- 
hafi's regime and shot holes 
in a poster with his image. 

Gadhafi's whereabouts 
yesterday were unknown. 
But he delivered a series of 
angiy and defiant audio 
messages broadcast on 
state television, calling on 
his supporters to march in 
the streets of the capital 
and “purify it” from “the 
rats.” He was not shown in 
the messages.

By Sat¬ 
urday morning, he’d had 67 responses. 

Most — perhaps no surprise — favoured rail. 

Far more interesting — and perhaps surprising — 
was the quality of the discussion. 

Outhit’s question followed a February staff report 
he’d asked for on the 
scheme’s feasibility. 

Staff estimated a five- 
stop service between 
Windsor Junction and the 
Via station through exist¬ 
ing rail corridors would 
cost $31 million to launch 
plus $6.5 million annually. 

Starting the service ini¬ 
tially at Bedford, of 
course, would make it 
cheaper — and therefore 
comparable to the contro¬ 
versial scheme to widen 
Bayers Road to accommo¬ 
date more gas-guzzling, 
on-the-road-to-no-place-to-

park one-rider automobiles.

John Wesley Chisholm posted a link on the history 
of a Truro-Halifax commuter-rail system that operated 
until the Halifax Explosion. 

“This is not a dream or fantasy,” he wrote. “This is 
Halifax as it was planned and intended to work.... We 
could make it happen.” 

“Start with Bedford to Halifax,” allowed Waye 
Mason, but then add more stops “and a huge parlc-and- 
ride terminal at Duke.... Let’s get low-floor rail that 
can operate as streetcars, like Austin, Texas, but can go 
on freight rails, and then drive a rail down Hollis, all 
the way to and through (the) dockyard.” 

Even those, like Mike Flemming, who argued, “We 
do not have the population base to make (commuter- 
rail) service economically viable,” pushed for a more 
“efficient transit system that brings commuters from 
the outskirts to transit hubs.” 

“Let’s invest in the future of transportation instead 
of extending the agony of the current inefficient and 
doomed mode of transportation that is the single-com¬ 
muter car (or SUV),” summed up Tom Servaes, adding 
wistfully: “I’d love to zip along the Basin reading my 
email on the way into the city.” 

Would that city council sessions sounded so 
sensible.

ANTI-AGING. Baby 
boomers heading into 
what used to be called re¬ 
tirement age are provid¬ 
ing a 70-million-member- 
strong market for legions 
of companies, entrepre¬ 
neurs and cosmetic sur¬ 
geons eager to capitalize 
on their “forever young” 
mindset, whether via 
wrinkle creams, facelifts 
or workout regimens. 

It adds up to potential 
bonanza. The market-re- 
search firm Global Indus¬ 
try Analysts projects that 
a boomer-fuelled 
consumer base, “seeking 
to keep the dreaded signs 
of aging at bay,” will 
push the U.S. market for 
anti-aging products from 
about $80 billion now to 
more than $114 billion 
by 2015. 

From organizations 
such as the National 
Institute on Aging, the 
general advice is to be a 
skeptical consumer on 
guard for possible scams 
involving purported anti¬ 
aging products. 

“Our culture places 
great value on staying 
young, but aging is nor¬ 
mal,” the institute says.

Reality came crashing in on 
Russell Armstrong. With 
the second season of The 
Real Housewives of Beverly 
Hills set to premiere in a 
few weeks, and a pending 
lawsuit and divorce, the 
venture capitalist-turned re¬ 
ality personality hanged 
himself. 

Armstrong left behind 
no note explaining why, 
leaving others to indict and 
defend a genre that has 
seen its share of off-screen 
turmoil that often dwarfs 
the drama caught on cam¬ 
era. 

The headlines include a 
murder, drug trafficking, 
overdoses, financial ruin, 
and custody disputes and 
divorces that play out in the 
tabloids as much as they do 
courtrooms. Experts cau¬ 
tion reality TV is not solely 
to blame, but the full im¬ 
pact on its participants and 
audience is not yet known. 

At least temporarily, 
Armstrong’s suicide has 
shaken one of the genre’s 
brashest franchises.

Decades of brides have 
walked down the aisle 
sporting something old, 
something new, some¬ 
thing borrowed or some¬ 
thing blue.

Kavanagh says, a marriage 
celebration represents an 
ideal time to exercise fiscal 
restraint. “Yes, this is your 
wedding and it’s so excit¬ 
ing and a big life moment, 
but this is like the 
pregame show to the mar¬ 
riage.

And that includes finding a reputable 
shelter to work with. 

A good shelter wants to find “forever” 
homes for its animals and will work hard 
to match you with the right animal 


whether you’re looking for a dog, cat or 
smaller animal. 

The last thing a shelter wants to do is 
see an animal that has been adopted out, 
returned, says Shelley Hawley-Yan, 
director of Project Jessie, which is the 
animal rescue arm of the Animal Alliance 
of Canada. 

Unfortunately there is no national 
legislation that regulates rescue organiza¬ 
tions. In general, you’ll find dogs and cats 
in most shelters and rescue organizations. 
But some specialize in certain dog breeds 
while others specialize in more unusual 
pets, such as rabbits, birds and even 
turtles. 

Here are some characteristics of a 
reputable shelter. 

• It has an adoption process that helps 
match you and the animal based on the 
pet’s needs and personality. There’s 



probably a written application, a phone 
or in-person interview, and possibly a 
home visit. 

• You’ll have to sign a contract, which 
will stipulate your ownership responsibil¬ 
ities; also if the adoption doesn’t work 
out, the animal will be returned to the 
shelter, says Hawley-Yan. 

• The animals up for adoption may be 
placed in foster homes. While not all shel¬ 
ters do this, when foster homes are in¬ 
volved there may be a better 
understanding of the animal’s personality 
(compared to animals that are caged). 

• The shelter charges a reasonable adop¬ 
tion fee of between $100 and $300 aver¬ 
age, says Hawley-Yan. 

• Vet assessment and care is provided 
until the adoption; spaying/neutering is a 
requirement of the contract.

“Lost dogs” — that’s the number one 
problem we see when pets travel with 
their families, says Dr. Lloyd Keddie, 
president of the Canadian Veterinarian 
Medical Association and a vet at the 
North Peace Animal Hospital in 
Fairview, Alta. 

They’re let out for exercise in a 
strange area such as a campground, 
motel or airport... and they get con¬ 
fused and disappear.” 

Proper identification is at the top of the 
must-do list when you travel with pets 
and Keddie recommends micro-chipping 
your dog or cat (a common procedure, 
the vet uses a needle to place a little chip 
under the animal’s skin). “If ID is on the 
collar only, it may be left behind if the 
collar comes off. With a microchip, all a 
vet has to do is scan the lost animal to 


find out who the owner is.” 


PACKING FIDO’S SUITCASE 


He recommends checking in with 
your vet before your trip. “Tell us where 
you’re going ... and we’ll look into 
whether there are any health concerns 
you should know about such as Lyme 
disease or heartworm.” There is med¬ 
ication and care instructions for exam¬ 
ple, if you are going to areas populated 
by ticks that carry Lyme disease. 

Does your pet even want to travel? 
While cats generally do not like riding in 
cars, sometimes a dog will be happier 
staying home too, says Keddie. 

Angela Wu at Pet Friendly Canada 
(petffiendly.ca), Calgary, says another 
one of the biggest mistakes pet owners 
make is not calling ahead to make sure 
pets are welcome at lodgings. “You 
should reserve pet-friendly rooms ahead 
because there may only be a few avail¬ 
able.” 

Be sure to read the pet policies, says 
Wu. Typically, accommodations 
charge $10 to $25 per night but price 
varies. 

Some cities in Canada ban certain 
breeds — be sure to research this too. 

Once you are there, Wu says you 
should never leave pets unattended in 
the room because some dogs get 
stressed in unfamiliar places and 
start barking. 

“And don’t sneak in your pets — 
that’s a bad idea,” says Wu.

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Police seek 
leads in NFL 
post-^ame 
shootings 


Police interviewed witness¬ 
es and looked for suspects 
yesterday after two men 
were shot and wounded 
following a San Francisco 
49ers-Oakland Raiders pre¬ 
season game, while the 
NFL and the mayors of the 
two cities jointly called for 
an end to “intimidation” 
and acts of violence at 
sporting events. 

Saturday night’s shoot¬ 
ing in the parking lot at 
Candlestick Park in San 
Francisco evoked memo¬ 
ries of another recent dis¬ 
turbing act of post-game 
violence involving two ri¬ 
val California pro-sports 
teams — the near-fatal 
beating this spring of a San 
Francisco Giants fan out¬ 
side Dodger Stadium. 

In Saturday’s attacks, a 
24-year-old man, who re¬ 
portedly was wearing a 
“F— the Niners” T-shirt, re¬ 
mained hospitalized in se¬ 
rious condition yesterday 
after being shot several 
times in the stomach. He 
managed to stumble to 
Candlestick Park stadium 
security for help despite 
the severe injuries, police 
said. 

A second victim, a 20- 
year-old man, was treated 
for less serious wounds in a 
separate shooting, also af¬ 
ter the game. 

Sgt. Mike Andraychalc 
said no arrests have been 
made and that police are 
looking for “a person of in¬ 
terest” connected to at 
least one of the shootings. 
He would not specify 
which shooting. 

A motive for either at¬ 
tack — including whether

The victims’ names have 
not been released as the vi¬ 
olent spree overshadowed 
the 49ers’ 17-3 victory over 
the Raiders.

Perez had made 29 re¬ 
lief appearances this sea¬ 
son and was a starter 
throughout his minor- 
league career. 

“He’s a confident kid,” 
catcher J.P. Arencibia said. 
“If he’s going to get beat, 
he’s going to get beat at¬ 
tacking guys.” 

The 26-year-old left-han¬ 
der — Oakland’s ninth op¬ 
posing lefty starter in 14 
games — struck out four 
and walked two while 
throwing 80 pitches. He 
baffled Oakland’s hitters 
with a fastball that moved 
and also mixed in his 
changeup. 

Pretty good for a guy
